It is customary for couples in 
such cases, to choose their off- 
spring very, very caretully— 
and perhaps take one or two of 
the most suitable children they 
can find, 


Not so with the Dosses. Theirs 
is truly an “international” house, 
boys and girls of nearly a dozen 
races, youngsters who yearued 
for a loving home but were never 
chosen because of their dark 
skin, their uncertain background. 


We visited a children’s home 
years ago and ringing m our 
ears still are the appealing, plead- 
ing voices of the ‘youngsters as 


‘they looked upon us as prospec- 


tive parents. Hoping desperately 
for a home, they earnestly plead- 
ed; “Please Choose Me”. They 
cried out for love ... but few 
of that group were accepted. 


Rev. and Mrs. Doss, however, 
have heard the voices and they 
have accepted the challenge. To- 
day they have a “Family Nobody 
Wanted.” Mrs. Doss has written 
iu book about her experiences. 
Another volume is in the mak- 
ing.
